Sources close to the investi- 
gation told The New York 
Tunes that Mr. ArUme had tes- 
tified that the money was 
passed on to Bernard L. Barker, 
Frank Sturgis, Eugenio R. Mar- 
tinez and Virgilio Gonzalez— 
ah convicted Watergate bur- 
glare from Miami— and their 
families. 

In sworn testimony Thurs- 
day before Mr. Gerstein's in- 
vestigator Mr. Artime report- 
edly said that he had had 
frequent contactp with the five 
jailed figures.
